0DOP«\L Chief llunich talked to lO'iISS on 
12 October, assessed him as a low caliber hot air merdiant and fabricator, 

Kay know of son\^e uranium deal in Switzerland, if ter interview Munich learned 
the folloi>dnf: from ODOPAL: 

1. Subject is acting as agent for H\DPS. Said PTvIi'JBS wanted to meet ODOPAL 
vhiof, 

2. According to F.SI3S, PRIK93 is an old friend of UTILITY and had given the 
general story to UTIUTY in order to cover himself in case of police involve- 
ment in the future, UTIUTT did not seem interested, 

3. ODOPAL Chief Munich met PRIM8S on 15 Cctober,. RlIhBS stated that he was 
in contact with Dr. Rudolf POrtHPR. D09 5 April 1931 in Switzerland, address 
Iraiuerweg 35 or Staff enbachstrasse 60 , Zxirich, F0P.R1R allegedly was the actual 
agent for the Swiss firm in possession of the uranium, PRI>3S* offer was 
generally the same as indicated In KOHX 126, ODOPAL Chief’s response was 
cold, Howvere, he stated that he would be willing to meet FURRKR in Oerraany 
to discuss tho entire matter fuarther. 

No MUNI traces. UPSIr/IMO traces developed the follofwlng: 

1. liaison report, probably Swiss 1955» stated that Otto SKORZRNY is head of 

an organization dealing with uranium produced since the war, stored in the 
Black Forest. Middleman for this organization: PFKIFKKBRING . R!0^ auto 

dealer from Darmstadt, 

2. Ju2y 1958 : V-2982 reported that Dr. liax PR1>33 claimed to be on the trail 
of ^ uranium selling organization, contact man fnu PFEIMllBRING, 

3 . UPS'/ING has wartime and postwar record on H-ues, states he had an unsavory 
background,

A new developnent in the OJHBrUf case was reported to us in Boveeber, BJMOTXfT ' 
has written s letter to the RIS ease offloer statii^r that V-2962 had reeently 
requested OJSBTtQ to aet aa a letter drop for hin, UJBOn£T also inoluded in 
his letter to the RIS the fact that V-2982 has now adaitted to mBTIKT that ha 
is chief of a speolal QLenststelle which Is in contact vith various seurees who 
cone to Oem^ny on ships touching at various ports, Althoush BPSUIH3 cannot of 
course predict eocaetly bow the 1 J3 w ill r es pond to this letter, there is tb» 
hope that the RXS* interest in QJBVTIKT will be increased by this latest devel- 
opn^. The sending of this Infomatlon ocnstltutes the first ihstsncs of 
UPSWING'S int^tion to pUy tho operation seoewhat afgresslTaly, Ojp to this tine 
it Hill be recalled OJIlUtlAT has been pemltted to report to the FIB only the 
fact .that he has been able to establish contact with V-2982, that he bad been able ;

Noverber, The agent was tbld not to refuse V07C82's request to act as a letter, 
drop but precise instructions ycrc about not tai^erln; vith or dpenlnf 
any wall desimated for CFS^ IHO (suoh nail will be distinqulAhAble from the agent's 
o^*n wall by the use of an initial or shortening of the flnt naue not normally 
so used by the agent,) The K03 case officer wrote that he feared the possibility

The UJHU?I£T case was discussed in Fibniary with the result that we learned 
that the agent, uider irPS-TFO inctmetion, wrote to his >*03 case officer to 
ask fer a meeting in connoctioh legal action n^nidinjr ^ gainst hia on a 
war crimes charge. The me 'ting was arranged and ujWTlET was in East 3e»*lin 
on 27-23 February. Kls KOD e^se officer said that all possible assistance 
would be rendered the agent at such time as his file is actually transferred 
to Soviet antkoritios by German government, (note: apparently the 

crime was comndtted against a Soviet, not a French officer as had been originally 
believed). It is interesting to note that at this meeting, the f5»*ftt since the 
agent has been r^«»ldent in the Federal Republic, a change was made in the 
communications system of the operation. Tae agent was inatnacted 5n O.ffL and 
is to receive all futxire ?XJ3 instructions '*nd guidn-4co 'fia this means. Details 
will be provided in a separate dispatch as soon as they are received. No change 
in the agent’s t.irj:ets was made. In reportins^ this latest data, *:?RIESEN 
commented that it is the only RXS case Itj. INO has involving diT/L,
